re OOMICALEY enough, the 
science of destruction con- 
tributes to the science of conserva- 
tion. The war, which brought the 
techniques and _ instruments of 
human destruction on the battle 
front to a new high in history, 
brought to its highest level the art 
of protecting lives and limbs on the 
industrial production front. 

For nearly three decades, organ- 
ized safety had plodded slowly 
into the consciousness of American 
industry. There were legal require- 
ments for basic standards of safety 
and health in work places, and 
certain voluntary “in plant” acci- 
dent control programs, but these 
were not sufficiently potent to reach 
a majority of American industrial 
establishments. With the advent of 
the war preparation program, there 
arose the need for manpower 
conservation. 


The First Step 


The first broad attempt to meet 
this need was undertaken by Secre- 











tary of Labor Frances Perkins in 
June 1940 when she organized the 
National Committee for the Con- 
servation of Manpower in Defense 
Industries. This was a 22-man com- 
mittee representing government, 
management, labor and organized 
safety, which enrolled the voluntary 
assistance of safety men throughout 
the country in calling upon man- 
agement in government contract 
plants for the twin purpose of 
arousing management to do some- 
thing about accidents and then 
assisting them in the development 
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of a sound working program. 

The appeal was effective, for the 
majority of management was 
anxious to protect itself from man- 
power wastage. Programs were de- 
veloped, but here too was a man- 
power shortage—of men qualified 
to carry out the program. There 
were not nearly enough and there 
was not time to train fully qualified 
safety engineers. 


Training Supervisors 


The need was for a means of 
training production supervisors,

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presently employed in industry, in 
the firing line methods of safety 
which they could put into effective 
practice; and fortunately, basic ma- 
terial for such training was in 
existence. Partial text material 
existed, there was a pattern de- 
veloped by the University of Penn- 
sylvania with the aid of the De- 
partment, and there were funds 
appropriated to the U. S. Office of 
Education for defense training. 

A suggested course was drawn 
up and presented to the Office of 
Education. Upon its acceptance, 
safety training was established 
broadly for the first time, on a 
sound organized basis. And indus- 
try was quick to take advantage of 
it. The original goal was set at 
55,000 safety-trained supervisors. 
To date, more than 70,000 super- 
visors have been graduated from 
classes conducted in 1,872 strategic 
war production centers by 116 en- 
gineering colleges. 


Foremen Next 


During the second year of opera- 
tion of the college level safety 
course, opportunity arose to meet 
another long-unfilled need in safety 
training. It is generally recognized

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T has been proved that poor 

hearing <auiiniens in a plant 
can cause misunderstanding, Lie 
and nervous strain. They may also 
be a primary source of accidents; 
and certainly they prevent the full 
usefulness of many thousands of 
skilled workers with partial hearing 
failure. Often highly-valued work- 
ers, whose hearing is inadequate, 
are subject to increasing lack of 
efficiency, failure of health, and 
discouragement. Frequently such 
workers are unaware, or hesitate to 
admit, that their hearing power is 
failing, until finally the disability 
results in an accident, loss of job, 
or some other serious consequence. 


Need Not Exist 


This condition need not exist. In 
leading industries throughout the 
country, such persons, many of 
whom are World War II veterans, 
are handling a great variety of jobs 
equally as well as workers with 
wholly normal hearing. And their 
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records for accident, absenteeism 
and job turnover are shown to be 
as good and sometimes better than 
average. 


Placement’s the Key 


The key to profitable employ- 
ment of workers with hearing dis- 
abilities lies in intelligent job place- 
ment—based on studies of the 
physical requirements of all plant 
operations, a sound-level survey, 
and a real understanding of the 
different working capacities of 
those with varying types and de- 
grees of hearing loss. 

While noise cannot be reduced 
in every part of every plant, the 
acoustical conditions and the work- 
ers’ hearing can be scientifically 
tested to make sure that hearing is 
not being strained or abused. A 
simple shifting of men or re- 
arrangement of equipment may 
protect the workers’ hearing, speed 
output and avert accidents. Where 
noise must be so great as to 
threaten healthy ears, protective 
ear-stoppers may help to reduce 
concussion while permitting ade- 
quate hearing.

hearing can accurately be deter- 
mined by simple audiometric tests, 
given as part of the company’s 
complete health examinations. 
These tests will permanently record 
the individual’s hearing condition 
for placement analysis. It will fre- 
quently reveal concealed or un- 
suspected hearing loss, and show 
when the use of a hearing aid 
should be recommended. More- 
over, regular examination with the 
audiometer will also disclose pro- 
gressive hearing deficiency, often 
preventing permanent injury by 
pointing the need for transfer to 
other work or for immediate otologi- 
cal attention. 

Thousands of workers have taken 
complete physical tests, during this 
war, and results have shown that 
full hearing investigations should 
never be omitted. For in many 
cases where inefficiency and over- 
strain were apparent, unsuspected 
hearing failure was shown to be the 
cause. In most instances this failure 
was slight and remediable by a 
change to another location or type 
of work. In other cases, medical 
care was definitely indicated. And 
many discovered that they could 
hear much better, without mis- 
understanding, strain or fatigue, or 
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inclination toward accident, by the 
use of a hearing aid. They were 
able to correct the failure in much 
the same way a man with failing 
vision buys glasses for his eyes. 


Encourage Employees 


One psychological barrier to 
hearing correction that employers 
can help to overcome is the belief 
of many employees that wearing a 
hearing aid admits deafness. This 
is no more true than that glasses 
indicate blindness—instead of its 
correction. By encouraging the em- 
ployee to understand that wearing 
a hearing aid will help rather than 
hinder his future, the employer can 
assist in conserving the worker's 
earning power while reducing his 
own job turnover. 

An interesting point is that some 
hearing aid users with middle ear 
obstruction will perform efficiently 
and safely under noisy conditions, 
while others with nerve impair- 
ment may be extremely sensitive to 
noise. These types should be dis- 
tinguished in job placement. Use 
of the former as replacements at 
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noisy points may save workers with 
normal hearing from injury. Cer- 
tain types of advanced hearing loss 
which cannot be helped with hear- 
ing aids also work much more 
efficiently than normal workers on 
noisy jobs. Their hearing will not 
be further injured, and they will not 
suffer the serious effects of noise 
exhaustion so common among 
workers with good hearing. 





Steps in Hearing Protection 











On the principal problems of the 
noise hazard, national leaders in 
industrial health seem to agree on 
the following: 

1, Elimination of needless noise 
and vibration. The strain of exces- 
sive noise quickly brings fatigue, 
inefficiency and ilness. Frequently 
such a hazard which adversely 
affects workers can be largely 
changed. Correction: A scientific 
survey of sound levels by compe- 
tent engineers. Sounds above 75 
decibels are fatiguing, above 90 
decibels, they are decidedly dan- 
gerous. Noise should be reduced 
through sound-insulation, and re- 
arrangement of machines or depart- 
ments where practical; mufflin 
exhausts, using ‘ubber-tired an 
electric vehicles where possible. 

2. Protection of normal hearing 
from injury. Periodic examinations 
of the hearing ability of employees 
by exact audiometric measurement, 
under the direction of a medical 
officer, will reveal any progressive 
hearing loss. Correction: Where 
hearing has suffered from exposure 
to sound, the employee can be 
transferred to quieter conditions. 
Conversely, some persons with cer- 
tain types of definitely-impaired 
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hearing actually hear better in a 
noisy place, and the placing of such 
persons at noisy points could avoid 
risk to other employees who have 
normal hearing. 

Also, ear protectors of different 
types are a very important protec- 
tion at points of excessive noise. 

3. Salvaging impaired hearing 
with aids. When hearing loss is 
considerable, most workers can be 
restored to real efficiency and safe- 


» ty by use of modern hearing aids. 


Some industries report that such 
slightly handicapped persons are 
even more conscientious and care- 
ful to avoid accident than the 
average employee. 


Returning Soldiers 


In the case of returning soldiers 
with hearing disability, the Vet- 
erans’ Administration will supply 
the necessary hearing aid if not 
supplied by the War and Navy 
Departments before release from 
service. Men and women who re- 
—_ rehabilitation due to hearing 
ailure will likewise be assisted in 
obtaining aids by the State Office 
of Vocational Rehabilitation, a part 
of the Federal Security Agency. 

Employers who wish to tap the 
great manpower reservoir of work- 
ers with impaired hearing, or who 
are interested in holding the serv- 
ices of trained personnel forced to 
stop work by hearing failure, should 
give particular attention to the ex- 
pert job analysis and manning 
tables prepared by the War and 
Navy Departments, in conjunction 
with the War Manpower Commis- 
sion, which will assist any industry 
in making opportunities for re- 
turned veterans and other impaired 
workers.

= performance of work in 
hot environments is usually fol- 
lowed by a chain of events gen- 
erally called “heat cramps,” “heat 
sickness,” or “monkeys,” if the ex- 
posed men are not properly sea- 
soned, well selected and fortified 
with salt. This situation is seen each 
year by industrial physicians and 
safety men in spite of the fact that 
practical preventive methods have 
been developed and, in many in- 
stances, instituted. The reason for 
this lies in the fact that the worker 
usually neglects to avail himself of 
the facilities provided. The worker 
believes he is too busy to stop and 
take salt tablets, or that the tablets 
are not beneficial. In some cases, 
men have refused to take salt 
tablets thinking that they were 
actually injurious. 

Needless to say, the average in- 
take of salt is not injurious to the 
human organism. On the contrary, 
it is the “sheet anchor” in the pre- 
vention of heat sickness. However, 
an overdosage will produce nausea 
and vomiting, and therefore it be- 
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comes apparent that rules of the

observed. 


No Need to Faint 


In the present war production 
program, lost time due to heat 
sickness can be avoided. It must be 
avoided if production schedules are 
to be kept. up. If proper precau- 
tions are not observed, Riadinds of 
thousands of production hours will 
be lost due to men becoming faint, 
nauseated, dizzy, fatigued, de- 
veloping cramps, and even exhaus- 
tion. This type of sickness is indeed 
a subtle saboteur during wartime 
for it can be prevented. 

High temperatures tend to de- 
plete the body of chlorides by ex- 
cess sweating. Normal sweat usual-

(The 
illustration shows one unit which 
is used in our Soy Bean Division 
to immediately detect Hexane 
leaks which are very dangerous. 
This unit operates twenty-four 
hours per day and takes in samples 
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from six points of danger every 
three minutes. When a small leak 
takes place a siren blows and the 
location of the leak is indicated on 
the instrument panel. This is much 
better than periodic checks made 
by hand operated instruments. The 
system is worthy of consideration 
in designs for the future.) 


“— in layouts, machinery 
design, increasing capacity of 
cranes, additions and alterations to 
buildings should receive the ap- 
proval of the Safety Department. 


N? Safety Engineering Program 
of the Future can be com- 
plete without serious consideration 
being given to the returning 
veteran. Working in conjunction 
with the department in full charge, 
safety engineers can be of great 
help in this all important work. 
For example when veterans enter 
the company they can be given a 
description of what is done to make 
a plant safe. 

A suggestion system can be set 
up whereby the Safety Department 
checks each safety suggestion made 
by a Veteran and, if practical, see 
that it is done. Study the safety 
angle of the jobs where disabled 
men are being placed. In the course 
of their work of inspection, make 
suggestions as to safe and suitable 
jobs where disabled men can be 
employed. 

Substitute Material Problem 

The future will bring into our 
peace time program many new 
materials which will call for special 
safety precautions. Our war expe- 
rience will be of immense ‘ in 
arriving at a solution to these

_ can be accomplished by 
storing it under protective 
agents such as kerosene or wax. If 
sodium comes in contact with the 
skin, it generally adheres and ex- 
tracts water. This action causes 
severe burns, which are aggravated 
by the highly concentrated sodium 
hydroxide which is formed. 

Whenever possible, apply a coat- 
ing of paraffin oil as first aid treat- 
ment for sodium burns. This breaks 
the contact of the sodium with the 
water of the skin. The sodium may 
then be removed mechanically or 
the affected area may be washed 
thoroughly with water. If paraffin 
oil is not at hand, a strong jet of 
water may be used to remove the 
sodium particles.

cial powder. Carbon tetrachloride 
extinguishers are dangerous to use 
on sodium fires. Burning sodium 
plus CCL, plus the CO, formed by 
the combustible material, forms 
phosgene, one of the extremely 
toxic war gases. 


Fire and Explosion 


In general, it must be remem- 
bered that many finely divided 
metal substances must be handled 
with caution in view of their fire 
and explosion potentialities. 

Most of the chemicals thus far 
considered will produce acute 
poisoning if taken internally. Mer- 
cury, lead, and cadmium, however,

Mereury 


The contraction of mercury, lead 
or cadmium poisoning usually 
comes about through the inhalation 
of the vapors, absorption through 
the skin, or swallowing of the 
metals. The majority of occupa- 
tional disability cases of metal 
poisoning are caused by inhalation 
of the dust fumes or vapors. Of 
these metals mercury would seem 
to be the most hazardous. 

The absorption of 0.001 gm. of 
mercury per day over an extended 
period of time has produced poi- 
— The process by wich mer- 

ecomes harmful is not gen- 
erally known, but some -.uthorities 








Chronic mercurial poisoning, how- 
ever, does not often directly result 
in death; it appears to lower the 
body vitality to a marked degree 
and makes one susceptible to other 
ailments. Most victims suffering 
from chronic mercurial poisoning 
will recover if they are removed 
from the mercury laden atmosphere 
during the early symptomatic 
stages of attack, such as when the 
mouth is inflamed. 

Care should be exercised, there- 
fore, when working with mercury, 
to have sufficient ventilation pres- 
ent at all times. The maximum safe 
working concentration of mercury 
in the air is 0.1 mg. of mercury per 
cubic meter of air. If atmospheric 
conditions are controlled to that 
figure, they can be considered safe.

y foul breath and an increase in 
the flow of saliva. Later the mouth 
may become inflamed and the gums 
sore followed by ulceration and in- 
fection. Chronic mercury poisoning 
is due to absorption over an ex- 
tended period. In such cases, the 
development of the symptoms is 
slow. Generally, the victim has no 
appetite, loses weight, and experi- 
ences pain in the bones and joints. 
A bluish line on the gums, closely 
resembling that peculiar to lead 
absorption, is seen occasionally. 
The victim suffers from headaches, 
and body tremors may develop. 
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Cleanliness is of paramount im- 
portance in this control. When 
mercury is spilled on the floor, it 
should be brushed up at once. 


Cadmium Poisoning 

Cadmium poisoning occurs more 
frequently in industrial operations 
than is — recognized. The 
industrial applications of cadmium 
have increased considerably during 
the last ten years and the cases of 
cadmium poisoning will probably 
continue to increase. The first 
symptoms of acute poisoning by 
cadmium oxide fumes are a dis- 
tressing cough, sometimes followed 
quickly by headache, dizziness,

Evidence and testimony indicate 
that if claimant had gone to procure 
a tool, he went to the wrong tool 
shed and without obtaining the fore- 
man’s permission. Further, a statement 
was made to the Insurance Carrier 
Representative that claimant had gone 
to the shed strictly for the 089 of 
obtaining a co-employee’s lunch box. 





These facts, and testimony to the 
effect that claimant tried to strike 
his assailant on the chin were suf- 
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ficient to sustain the finding that 
claimant was the aggressor and had 
stepped outside the scope of his 
employment in violating the com- 
pany’s order in attempting to pro- 
cure a lunch box before the noon 
hour. Claim disallowed.

Auto Accident Within Employment 


AN account collector was authorized 
to get meals at his employer's 
expense, to take meals and collect 
accounts at hours most convenient to 
himself, and to follow whatever routes 
and mode of travel which were most 
convenient and reasonable. 

Because of repairs being made on 
his car, he went with a friend to col- 
lect an account in a nearby city. On 
the return trip they stopped for lunch 
at a desirable place a few miles off 
the shortest route, and then the owner 
followed a route requiring about 15 
minutes more time for the purpose of 
performing a personal errand of his 
own.

that in safety, as in all other phases 
of production control, the foreman 
is the key man. Now, with over 
30,000 production supervisors who 
could qualify as instructors and 
were also grounded in the basic 
principles of safety, it was possible 
to enter into a program of safety 
training for foremen.

problems. One item worthy of con- 
sideration is the fact that the 
market will be flooded with war 
materials available for purchase. 
The chance to economize will be 
very tempting. The Safety Engineer 
will have to be alert and not lower 
safety standards. This particularly 
applies to cable, rope, lumber for 
scaffolds, brick for lining molten 
metal ladles, inflammable handles 
on tools, heavy duty hose and 
couplings for high pressure work 
and many other articles used on 
vital equipment. 


Danger of High Voltage 
Electricity 


The future should also re-estab- 
lish the high standards necessary 
in the protection against the danger 
of high voltage electricity, particu- 
larly 440 volts. War restrictions 
made some changes necessary. 
However, all 440 volt wiring 
should again be put in conduit. A 
transformer making the start and 
stop buttons 110 volts and inter- 
locks on all distribution panels 
shutting off the power when the 
door or cover is opened. 


Improve Design 

The future should hold a desire 
on everybody’s part to improve the 
safety factor in the design of all 
machinery and better guarding at 
the point of operation. More 
thorough control over dangerous 
materials and educatnig all con- 
cerned to obey safety rules will re- 
sult in safe plant operation.

strictive pain in the chest. The vic- 
tim later experiences chills and the 
lungs may be damaged to such an 
extent that they can no longer pro- 
vide the blood with oxygen. The 
fever usually sets in and the victim 
dies. Inhalation of the dust or 
fumes over a long period may pro- 
duce the same symptoms as those 
given for acute poisoning. Damage 
consists of inflammation and thick- 
ening of the terminal air sacs of the 
lungs thus shutting off the air sup- 
ply to the blood. Where dosage is 
moderate, the victim will recover if 
removed from the dangerous at- 
mosphere and given complete rest. 
Preventive measures call for ade- 
quate ventilation control designed 
to maintain conditions within the 
maximum safe working limits of

appear. In the early stage there are 


symptoms of general weakness, | 


moodiness, persistent metallic taste 
in the mouth, and slight constipa- 
tion. If the excessive exposure is 
continued over a long period of 
time, anemia may develop and 
there may be abdominal symptoms 
such as colic. There may also be 
some nerve injury resulting in slight 
tremors or wrist drop (the patient 
has weakness in wrists). In cases of 
very severe exposure there may be 
colic and damage to the central 
nervous system, resulting in various 
degrees of paralysis. 


Lead Fume Limits 


The concentration of lead fumes 
in the breathing atmosphere should 
be not more than 1.5 mg. per 10 
cubic meters of air. Control can be 
achieved by adequately designed 
ventilating equipment. When work- 
ing with lead solders, one must 
consider the possibility that suf- 
ficient lead fumes or lead dust may

ly contains about 0.3 per cent 
sodium chloride. Considering the 
fact that, under certairi conditions 
of work, it is possible to produce 
some two gallons of sweat per day, 
it’s obvious that a great deal of 
salt is lost through this source. 

—- a loss of one gallon of 
sweat per day at the concentration 
of salt indicated, one would lose 
approximately a heaping teaspoon- 
ful of salt. Therefore, to prevent 
heat sickness, it is necessary to 
provide a salt intake of at least a 
teaspoonful a day. This intake will 
vary depending on the temperature, 
amount of sweating, and water in- 
take, but it is a good general guide. 
This applies to men at manual 
labor and not to the average 
citizen.

Salt in tablet form is considered 
the best method for dispensing the 
product to workers. 

In addition to taking salt, sup- 
portive foods, such as milk, should 
be taken regularly, for milk con- 
tains about 0.3 per cent salt.

Industrial Hygiene 
on the March 


Greater support of industrial 
hygiene activities as a part of the 
general health program in many 
states is indicated by current legis- 
lative action. Although every state 
health department, under its or- 
ganic act, has ample authority to 
act in industrial hygiene, a number 
of states have expressed their inten- 
tion to develop this phase of health 
activity through specific acts estab- 
lishing or supporting industrial 
hygiene divisions. 

Wyoming is the latest State to 
join those having industrial hygiene 
services. An Act signed by Gover- 
nor Lester C. Hunt establishes an 
Industrial Hygiene Service in the 
State Board of Health, with an 
initial appropriation of $15,000. 
The General Assembly of Arkansas 
has just passed an appropriation of 
measure earmarking special funds 
for the Division of Industrial 
Hygiene of the State Board of 
Health. 

In Tennessee, a bill strongly 
supported by industry, labor, and 
other State forces has just been 
passed, giving legal status to a 
Division of Industrial Hygiene in 
the State Board of Health and 
appropriating $40,000 a year for 
its work. At the date of writing, 
New Hampshire’s bill to vest sole 
authority for industrial hygiene in 
the State Health Department has 
passed the house and is pending in 
the Senate. A number of other 
State Legislatures are considering 
bills of similar nature.
